We would like to thank the schools 
that have joined us in the Dual 
Enrollment/Dual Credit for High 
School Students Program which allows 
qualified students the opportunity to 
receive both high school credit and 
college credit. College courses taken 
while the student is still in high 
school will transfer to most four-year 
colleges and universities. The program 



is restricted to qualified students in 
Alabama public and private high 
schools who have signed a working 
agreement with Shelton State 
Community College. 

Criteria for student eligibility 
are developed by each individual 
school system and may be more restric- 
tive than the minimum criteria that

Tech Prep, short for 
Technical Preparation, 
is a way to start a col- 
lege technical major in 
high school. In a Tech 
Prep program, students begin their 
course of study in high school and 
continue in college or an apprentice- 
ship program. 

Tech Prep programs combine 
the academic courses that students 
will need for success in college and 



technical courses that they will need 
to prepare them for a career. Tech Prep 
is intended to improve technical and 
academic preparation of students and 
to provide a transition plan for sec- 
ondary for students to a two-year col- 
lege in a technical field of study. 

Students in Tech Prep pro- 
grams can earn college credit while 
still in high school through content 
enhanced articulated courses and dual 
credit. 



The main difference between 
Tech Prep programs and career/techni- 
cal programs is that all Tech Prep pro- 
grams are articulated. Tech Prep pro- 
grams allow students to get a head 
start on their college education while 
they are still in high school because 
students can receive college credit for 
courses that they take while still in 
high school.

STARS stands for Statewide 
Transfer Articulation Reporting 
System. STARS is a web-accessible data- 
base system which provides guidance 
and direction for prospective transfer 
students in the State of Alabama. 

The STARS System allows 
public two-year students in Alabama 
to obtain a Transfer Guide Agreement 
for the major of their choice. This 
guide agreement, if used correctly, 
guides the student through their first 
two years of coursework and prevents 
loss of credit hours upon transfer to 
the appropriate public four-year uni- 
versity in Alabama. 



Although transfer guides and 
agreements can only be printed for 
two-year to four-year transfers, the 
STARS system can still provide guid- 
ance and direction to transfer students 
who have a different transfer situation. 

The Alabama Articulation and 
General Studies Committee (AGSC) is 
responsible for the oversight and mon- 
itoring of the STARS System. The infor- 
mation that students receive from the 
STARS System has been approved by 
the AGSC.

We would like to thank the 
schools who have been participating 
in the Accelerated High School pro- 
gram at Shelton State Community 
College and encourage your continued 
participation. We would also like to 
see other schools encourage their stu- 
dents to take advantage of this oppor- 
tunity. High school students can earn 
college credits that will transfer to 
most four-year institutions or toward a 
degree here at Shelton. 

Students are eligible for the 
Accelerated High School Program if 
they meet the following criteria: 1. The 
student must have successfully com- 



pleted the 10th grade, 2. The student 
must be at least sixteen (16) years of 
age, 3. The student must have com- 
pleted any required high school pre- 
requisites, 4. The local principal or his 
or her designee must certify that the 
student has a minimum cumulative B 
average and recommend that the stu- 
dent be admitted to this program. A 
letter must be submitted each semester 
that the student attends College prior 
to enrollment, 5. Shelton state will not 
officially award college credit to accel- 
erated high school students until proof 
of high school graduation (an official 
transcript with a graduation date) is 



provided, 6. Exceptions may be made 
to requirements one and two above for 
students documented as gifted and tal- 
ented according to the standards 
included in the State Plan of 
Exceptional Children and Youth. 
Permission must be obtained from the 
Chancellor of the Alabama College 
System, 7. Students who attend a non- 
accredited high school must meet addi- 
tional criteria: compliance with items 
1, 2, 3, and 4 as noted above and pro- 
vide ACT scores with a composite of at 
least 16 or a SAT score of 790.
